Pag^X line^C delete the paragraph beginning "As depicted by Figs, 4A and 4B", and 
substitute therefor the following paragraph: 


- As depicted by Figs. 4A and 4B of the drawings, strips 2 12 of the tooth section 230 are 
cut to a plurality of predetermined sizes and contactingly stacked to ensure metal-to-metal contact 
among the stacked strips so that the longest strip is located approximately at the center of the tooth 
section 230 and the strips 212 become shorter towards the outer edges of the group 230. This
